for a fuller education of the rising 
veneration ard the exertion of a 
healthy influence on the surroundins 
farming communits. Prot, MeCready 
is aman of untiring enerzy, and 
since he wadcplace{ in charge of Usi- 
new work Imuch progress hes been 
made. He stirred up interest ameng 
educationists in the province ard ce 
teachers and } 'pils in the school- 
and gradually they have tak:n hold 
of the work.

Meanwhile Prof, Hutt has gone 
out from the Ontario Agricuitural 
Colleze to hundreds of schwols, vol- 
unteering ussistance in the way.af ex- 
pert advice, in drawing plana-for more 
extensive operatic tand-recemimend- 
ing designs for flower-beds, ete. 

Apart from the gardens, the: chil- 
dren of our‘rural schools have now, 
in a number ot counties, other enter. 
prises. calculated to promote elemen- 
tary acricultural edoeation. To the 
credit of Mr. C. F. Bailey, the new 
As.istant Deputy Minster of Agricu. 
ture, it is tu be said-that he was iu 
his present position less than a week 
when he proposed an important step 
along the line of stimulating interest 
in plant fife among the children ot 
our farmers. Acting on his sug-zes- 
tion, announced in the form of a cir- 
cular letter, a number of district re- 
presentatives of the department locat- 
ed in the counties have instituted 
rural school fairs to be held. this 
autumn. The plan is to furnish the 
school children with seeds of the best 
approved varieties of cereals and 
veretables, to be planted by them in- 
dividually in their home gardens, and 
the results exhibited at a fall fair to 
be held in the schoolhouse in Septe:n- 
ber or October. The scheme aims at 
inculcating habits of discipline and 
accuracy in the children, as well as 
stimulating interest in farm lite, and 
demonstrating to the parenta and the 
farmers of the neighborhood that het- 
ter varieties, with better care, pro- 
duce better results. If the erterprise 
proves successful this summer Mr, 
Bailey looks to a general adoption of 
sthe ‘idea within a few ‘years.—Newton

most fertile and desirable azricullur- 
‘aliregions in al] Canada was an arm 
of the sea stretching a hundred miles 
inland beyond where the city of New 
Westininster now stands. Gradually 
this arm was filled in with dark 
brown silt washed down by the river 
from the mountains far to the north. 
The result is a wide alluvial plain, 
almost perfectly Jevel and very rich, 

Several factors contributed to 
make this valley one of the first of 
the agricultural regions of the pro- 
vince to be settled: It was fertile. 
lt was less densely wooded, and 
therefore more easily cleared than 
other ar st districts, and it was 
close to the market provided by the 
cities on the coast. Fisa was. of lit- 
tle value, comparativtly. speaking. 
when the first settiers came, and 
large farms or ranches were taken 
up. Many of these have been culti- 
vated and have yielded bountifdlly. 
On others—many others—only a few 
acres have been cleared. They stand, 


for the mee as they stood a. 


century ago. Meanwhile the province 
has developed with wonderful rapid- 
ity. The price of Jand has increased 
five or ten fold. The ranches are 
too valuable to be allowed to stand 
jailow or to be covered with alder- 
brush. They would pay richly if they 
could be cultivated, as some of them 
have been paying richly for years. 
But cultivation requires labor, and 
tabor, even the Oriental variety, is 
scarce and high. Many of the farms, 
cleared and uncleared, have there- 
fore found their way into the hands 
of the subdivider, and more are fol- 
lowing every week. 

The change which this new order 
of things is bringing about in tue 
landscape is remarkable, and it pro- 
mises remarkable things for the econ- 
omic future of the Fraser Valley and 
the cities growing up in it. Where 

| two or three years ago one would 
see a house or two to the mile, and a 
few fields of grain or grass or pas- 


ture, one now meets with a series of* 


little communities of farming people 
settled on five or ten-acre lots. On 
the dyked lands: of the delta the 
dairy ranches are giving place to 
poultry farms, and in an afternoon's 
walk one may see scures of these 
tiny homesteads, the house and gar- 
den in front, the chicken runs and 
their white-winged inmates behind, 
Farther up the river, while poultry: 
raising is still a favorite industry, 
more attention is devoted to the rais- 
ing of vegetalles and. rhubarb and 
stiali fruits. Missiun, tne cen- 
tre of a rich ¢ ict, 42 miles from 
y Vancouver, two carloads of rhubarb 
fiave been shipped to the coast week- 
ty since the season opsacd. 

These new settlers are niostiy from 
the old land, though not a few. are 
irom the American States. They are 
active people, ‘and as they are here 
to make their living from the <oil 
they ‘are losing no time. As a result 
of their coming, clearines are grow. 
ing, and there is easuy twice as 
much land under cultivation in the 
valley thiz summer as there was a 
year ago, . Heretofore, truck-farminz 
or inarket gardening has Leen mostiy 
in the hands of Chinamen, and large 
quantities of vezetables have had to 
be imported. With *the development 
of the Fraser Valley lands » new era 
seems to be opening for the house 
holder in the coast cities, and the 
vision of {fresher vegetables at more 
reasonable prices seems tu Le nearer 
fulfillment.

Railroad officials

investigated thoro: hiy. Mrs. F. A, 
Wilcox, “who was in charge of the 
tower from which the block signals 
were controlled, said she was certain 
the black was thrown against both 
trains. She collapsed after the acci- 
dent and is still-in a highly nervous 
condition, 

All the dead, except Bronson, were 
taken from the rear coach of the Den- 
ver train. The engine of No. 8 plowed 
throuch this car, halving it, and 
crushing out the lives of the helpless 
passengers, many of whom still were 
in their berths.” On into the second 
coach the engine then sped.

Cherry Creek through this city from 
ten o'clock until midnight. 

The big city auditorium to-day is 
a refuge camp. At dawn five hup- 
dred of the homeless were gathered 
there and are being fed by the city. 
Twenty-five children six months to 
six years old, whose parents have 
been lost, are in the case of a police 
matron, 

Relief parties at dawn began the 
search in the course of the flood, 
which is a trail of wrecked dwellings 
and other misshaped objects in the 
current of the South Platte River.

Railways Not Interested. 


Montreal, July 16.—That the ques- 
tion of rates through the Panama Can- 
al has liftle interest for Canadian 
railways, was the rather surprising 
view expressed by President E. J. 
Chamberlin of the G. T. R., in an in- 
terview here yesterday after his west- 
ern tour. 

“t don’t think the Canadian reil- 
ways have had anything, to do with 
the protest made by the British Gov- 
ernment against discriminatery rates 
through the Panama .Canal in favor 
of American.rhips,” he said, “because 
in my opinion very little Canadies 
traffic will go by that ronte. ; 

“My belief is that the-life-blood of 
the Canadian railroads is the traffic 
east and west,” he said. 

Asked if the G.T.P. had ever con- 
templated running a line of steam- 
shipa from Prince Rupert to Europe 
via the Panama Canal, Mr. Chamber- 
lin replied in the negative, adding. 
that he did not believe any other 
Canadian railway had contemplated 
such a move either, As regards the 
transportation of grain, he remarked 
that the whole of the Canadian crop 
of last year would have hed to 
dried before it could be transported 
by such a hot route as the Panama 
Canal, 3 

The present route, he said, was 
much cooler and, therefore, more de- 
sirable, and the transhipping of the 
grain at Fort William. Georgian Bay, 
Montreal or other outlets atl had the 
effect of drying it.. It must be re- 
membered that the Canadian farmer 
wanted to market his grain as soon 
as it was threshed; he could uot wait 
to dry and store it.

It is plainly time we revised the! 
old idea that only the poor provide 
work for the police. It is only a few) 
weeks since Count Gisbert von Wolff 
Matternich, though acquitted in Ber- 
lin on a .charge of. card-sharping, 
was sentence to one week's imprison- 
ment for fraud in connection with a 
sum af money which’ he borrowed 
{from .a waiter, and. now Tendon So- 
ciety has been, startled by the arrest 
of another count on an extradition 
warrant charging him with fraud 
committed on the Continent, though 
it still remains to be ‘seen. whether 
this charge can be substaiitiated. 

There is uo longer. room for doubt, 

wever, thatino one olass has the 
thonopoly for’ misdeeds, as there is 
at present in England a man xho is 
known ‘in Russia as Prince Alexan- 
der Makaieff undergoing five years’ 
penal servitude for shop-lifting: and, 
incredible though it may seem, the 
magistrates’ of one small town in 
South Australia had before them, 
within a few “days, in 1906, three 
counts, a Russian prince, the son of 
an ex-British Cabinet Minister, and 
three cadets of English noble families 
—all charged with drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct.

~GANNING OF FRUITS 


All_Imporfect “Frult Should be Dis: 
carded—Absolute Cleanliness 
Necessary ¢ 


Canned fruits keep because the bac: 
teria in: them have ‘been ‘killed and 
others cannot:enter if the air is ‘ex: 
cluded. \ A-few kinds of bacteria can 
grow. without oxygen. ff one of these 
germs iz sealed in the can without. be- 
ing destroyed by bolling, the fruit wil! 
spoil, even if the jar is air-tight. Most 
kinds of bacteria are destroyed if 
kept at boiling point for fifteen min- 
u 


Frults put up in a large amount of 
Sugar do not hare to be. sealed, but 
even preserves are botter put in glass 
jars 
which is apt to form on the top of a 
large open dish. Mould grows from 
spores, which. are always - floating 
about in the air, When these ‘small 
particles; fall upon.a- moist surface, 
which’ furnishes suitable food, they al 
once multiply and soon cover the en- 
tire surface. Mould .does not usually 
cause fermentation of fruits, but is the 
cause of decay in ripe fruit, 

To kill, mould spores fruit must ‘be 
boiled and then kept in a cool, dry 
place, well covered, 

To steriliza utensils. put them in 
cold water and gradually bring them 
to bolling point, then boll fifteen min- 
utes. Glass, cans and tumblers can bs 
sterilized In-the same Way. They 
should remain in the hot water till 
used. 


Canning should be done when the 
air fs free. from dust, All towels used. 
ag well as the hands and clothes of 
the worker, should be perfectly clean. 

If tin’or fron utenalls are used in 
canning, the frult will become dis- 
colored and a disagreeable flavor will 
be developed. The acids of the fruit 
act on those metals, The ideal uten- 
sils for use in canning are enamelled 
or porcelain lined: ware. 

Kettles for cooking fruit should be 
large ground, as it {a better not to 
have too. many layers of fruit at once. 

{t Is of great importance In canning 
to have the jars, rubbers and tops in 
perfect condition. Never usc old tops 
with cracked hinges, or old soft rub- 
bers. ‘Sone housewlves prefer the 
Wide-mouthed jars that seal wlthout 
rubbers, + . 

In selecting the frult for canning, 
all Imperfect fruit should be discard- 
ed. Cut out the bad places and ure 
them for jelly, marmalades, etc. The 
flavor of fruit 1s not developed till it 
is perfectly ripe, but fermentation be- 
&lns 80 soon after thi apoint fs reach- 
ed that it ia much better to use fruit 
& little under-ripe for canninng. 

Fruit should be canned as soon af- 
ter picking as possible. If it Is im- 
possible to can it immediately, it 
should be kept in a cool place away 
from the flics. 

Always leave the lids and cans in 
hot water till ready to use. Take 
one can at a time from the hot water, 
and, fill at.once, Everything what- 
overused in the canning process 
sbould ‘be thorouoghly scalded—cyps, 
spoons, forks, knives, funnels and ba- 
sins. Tho inside of the cover should 
never be touched, elther with - the 
hands or a cloth after {t is taken from 
the bolling water. Never wipe the top 
of the jar with a cloth alter the fruit 
is in. The cans should glways be 
filled full to overflowing before they 
aro sealed.—From Woman's World.

This o¢curred about fifteen months 
ago and after its execution Mr. Sheri- 
dan retired from the — presidency 
and control of the Pease Foundry Co. 

He became deapondent after his de- 
feat and was subjects to fits of mental 
depression.. He went into real estate. 
But this was not as prosperous a field 
for him as the foundry business was.

FIRE IN VANCOUVER. 


Buildings Worth Two Millions De- 
stroyed on Main Street. 

Vancouver, July 22.—Causing ap-

Banchory, Scotland, July 22.—An- 

acess Lang. critic, poet at.d anthorpo- 

logist, died: here yestorday. 

Mr. Lang was _bori at Selkirk, 
March 31, 1841. His writings extend 
over tho period from 1872, and include 
ballads and lyrics, fairy tales, angl- 
ing sketches, history, critical essays 
He was a frequent 
cuntributor to periudical literature and 

was associa for a long time with 
The London’ Daily News. In 1888 he 
was Gifford lecturer at St. Andrew's 
University on natural religion. - 

Mr. Lang died from heart disease. 
He arrived at Banchory apparently iv 
good health last Tuesday, but suffer. 
ed a sudden seizure Saturday morn- 
ing, and died soon after midnight

FIGHTING. TUBERCULOSIS 


The- Britian | Government Taking Steps 
to Stamp Oct the White Plague, 

In connection with the insurance 
Act in Great Britaby the Government 
will devote several millions.of dollan 
a year to the Dght against tuberce 
losis. lt-will- take this step on busi 
néss grounds as Well-as from human! 
tarlun mothes, ‘because It “wlll - be 
cheaper to cure Incipient tuberculosis 
and eventually stamp out the disease 
than to pay out money for tubercular 
people who caunot work. .A commit- 
tee, composed chiefly of medical men, 
Was appolated to Investigate the mat- 
ter and report on the shape the Gor- 
ernment’s grant should take: It‘ is 
usual for Bgitish-committees of this 
character to. make exhaustive reports 
that years arc’ required. before’ they 
can Issue .a final report, but the In 
surance Bill was hurried forward, and 
it was necessary. for the committee 
to issue an interim: report after it had 
been in existence for a little longer 
than two months... The value of the 
report, issued Iu response to the de 


mands of the Government was some- 


what impaired by this haste, since 
time had not been available for thor 
ough Investigation. 

Under. the provisions of the Act the 
sum of $7,500,000 will be avallable for 
the work of preventing and curing 
tuberculosis, and subsequently it is 
calculated that about $4,400,000 anual 
ly will bo devoted to this purpose, 
apart from a considerable sum which 
will be issued for research work. The 
scheme the committee recommended 
consists'of two closely-connected units 
the first being the tuberculosis dispen- 
sary, and the second being the tuber 
culosis hospital where treatment will 
be given. The committee believes 
that one tuberculosis dispensary will 
be necessary for cvery 150,000 or 200, 
000 of population in urban centres. 
In rural districts, where the populs 
tion Is more scattered, one dispensary 
could not treat so many people, and 
It might be necessary to have one dis- 
pensary for cvery hundred thousand 
of population. It fs calculated that 
from 225 to 300 of these dispensa- 
rien will be needed for the British 
Isles:

From Old Saxon Language 


The words “starboard” and “lar 
board” are descriptive of certhin parts 
of a ship. The word “starboard” Is 


derived from the Saxon “bord,” mean-

warrior hung his shield on the side 
opposite to him and above the apper 
ature for bis oar. The Viking held the 
steer oar, which was fastened to the 
right hand side of the stern, stern 
being In itself a contraction of steer 
oar. 

The right hand side of the ship thus 
became the steer side, and as bord 
came to mean the whole sida wher 
the ablelds or bords were hung, the 
right side came to be the steer bord,

The Word “Tram.” 


Residents of Great Britain call 
street cars trams.

Organs Trantferred From One Animal 
to Another With Splendid Results 





















Sursical-experiments on dogs anc 
‘ats conducted during the past ss 
years, of which If they are ever ap 
plied to human dcings:the end can 
not be foreseen. were explained at 
Torento before .x jatge number of 
Ontario physiclans by Professor Alex- 
is Carell of the Rockefeller Institute 
of New York. 

The successful. accomplishment of 
such operations as the traneferring of 
complete organs from one dog to an 
ther dog,,from one cat to another 
cat, and even from a dog to a cat, 
sere described. 

Professor Carell told of experimenta 
fn suturing velns and arteries in dogs. 
As a ciimax to these experiments he 
had removed a portion of the aorta 
of a dog and replaced it by a ecction 
of jugular velo of another dog. The 
dog died eevernl yeara jater by be- 
ing run over by an automobile. 

The Professor next told of removing 
the entire kidneys from a dog. plac- 
ing them Jn ec Jar for Ofiy-five minutes 
and then placing them back In the 
dog. The animal lived for two years 
afterwards- Following a number of 
these . experiments Professor Carell 
determined tocsce if tissue could not 
be kept In stock in latent life eo that 
ft might be rendy for such. surgical

He Will Try to Get a Two-Cent Postal 
Agreement. 

Paris, July 26.—The 
Postmaster-General, Hon. Mr. Pelle 
tier, arrived here last evening. He 
was met by a representative cf Pre 
micr Poincare, the Canadian commis 
sioner to France and the secretary cl 
the Franco-American committee, Gab- 
tiel Louis Jaray. 

The principal object of Mr. Pelle. 
tier’s visit is to arrange, if possible, 
with M. Chaumet, Under Sceretary of 
Posts and Telegraphs, for a reduction 
in cable rates and for the intrcduction 
of a two-cent postage between Canada 
and France. The Postmaster-General 
will be joined Saturday by the Cana- 
dian Premier, Hon, R. L. Borden; the 
Canadian Minister of Justice, Hon. 
C. J. Doherty; the Mniister of Marine 
and Fisheries, Hon. J. D. Hazen, and 
Hon. A. E. Kemp, Minister without 
portfolio, 
Mr. Hazen will confer with M. Del- 
casse, the French Minister of Marine, 
on the subject of reciprocal shipping 
regulations, notably with respect to an 
increase in the number of lifeboats on 
steamships plying between France 
and Canada, and on the possibilities 
of improving trade between the two 
countries. 

Great importance is attached to the 
visit to Paris of the Canadian Minis. 
ters on account of the close race ties 
between France and Canada, and an 
imposing program of entertainments 
has been arranged in their honor. 
This includes a visit to Versailles and 
banquets by the British Chamber of 
Commerce and the Franco-American 
committee, the latter to be jointly pre- 
sided over by Premier Poincare and 
Gabriel Hanotauz, the president of 
the committee.

There was a large gray automo- 
bile standing there, and in the car 
were a chauffeur and one othe> man.

“They said to me," declared the 
witness, “What do you want here?” I 
did not answer them and they said, 
“Go away and mind your own busi- 
ness. A man came from the Metro- 

le and put his hand to his hat. As 
he did this the men scattered to the 
street. A man came from the hotel 
behind the man who gave the signal, 
and then the four men in the street 
started shooting.” 

“Did you sce anyone there whom 
you now see in the cturtroom?” ask- 
ed District Attorney Whitman. 

It was a dramatic moment. Scarce- 
ly a sound was audible as Crese rose 
from his chair and surveyed the 
faces before him. Then he raised his 
hand and his index finger was point- 
ing to “‘Bridgie’’ Webber, 

The witness said he had been afraid 
to tell all this before. He admitted 
that he had run toward ‘‘Shanley’s” 
after the murder, meeting a_police- 
man going toward the scene.of the 
assassination. Webber, he said, was 
runing on tho opposite side of the 
street. 

“I started running after the shoot- 
ing,” said Crese. “The shots did not 
come one, two, three, but nearly to- 
gether. Webber, as he was running, 
spoke to some man as he passed. It 
was nearly as light as day and I saw 
him plainly.” 

Crese was asked to go through the 

court room and see if he recognized 
any more men who were at the scene 
of the murder. The witness, in com- 
pany with a detective, scrutinized all 
the faces, but shook his head until 
he came to “Jack Sullivan.” After a 
careful inspection of Sullivan, known 
as the “King of the Newsboys,’’ he 
declared that the newsdealer had 
been at the scene immediately alter 
the shooting. Sullivan’s arrest {ol- 
lowed shortly, on a charge of homi- 
cide.

Yesterday, accompanied by two detec- 
tives, who were instructed not to 
leave him until to-day, when he will 
be taken to headquarters.

ings, unpainted fences and rubbish 
heaps may be hidden in the same 
way. Many climbing vines are beau 
tiful in leaf and flower. Grown overt 
trellises, porches and arbors, they 
provide shelter and. shade. . 

The list of really good climbers is 
not overlong. For permanent. loca- 
tions perednials are ferable, and 
among the) most comman”is the Vir- 
ginia creeper, or woodbine, which 
gtows very-tapicly and-will cling to 
walls of any-kind. In-the fall the 
leaves turnia brilliant scarlet or crim- 
son. The plants are cheap. Fifteen 
cents will buy .one. 

The trumpet creeper and tho wis- 
taria are also good vines to grow over 
buildings. The former has. splendid 
dark red, .trumpetlike blossoms, 
which last a long time. This plant is 
not a very rapid grower, but is well 
worth planting. The grandiflora var. 
iety is the one to order, The wistaria 
makes the finest show of any of the 
vines. The vines grow to an immense 
height, but the plant needs a little 
petting. Give it a sunny location, 
strong soil aim an occasional enrich. 
tment of manure, and it will delight 
your heart. 

For a donse screon there is nothin 
better than Dutchman’s pipe, whic 
has leaves almost as Ja as cle- 
phants’ cars. The curious Jittle flow- 
ers, which really amount to little, give 
it its name. The leaves come early 
and stay late, a fact which recom- 
mends it for many situations.

Frank had the 
prospect of becoming the business 
centre of the Pass. ie 

One morning the people nf the town 
was awakened by a tremendous crash, 
and discovered that half the town had 

n destroyed by @ great mass ol 
lime-stane. When. they went to bed 
the night before this tock had been 
resting three thousand feet up on the 
top of Turtle Mountain. But on the 
morning of the 29th of April, 1903, at 
about 4 o'clock, this peak, which had 
overhung the valley for so long, slid 
or toppled off and came down: with a 
crash which was feit at Macleod, 
thirty miles away. The  rock-slide 
covers nearly two square miles of 
ground, and many of the great bould- 
ers are as large as tenement houses. 
It did not run down the side.of the 
moantain, but looks as though it had 
leaped into the air and never touched 
until it hit the eround, reaching right 
across the valley, which it ‘covered 
With lime-stone. from forty to two hun. 
tired feet.deep. The loss of Jile has 
never been fuily known, but it is esti- 
mated that about ninety people were 
killed, There have been greater disas- 
ters, but few that have been marked 
by a monument so Jasting. | It is like 
ly that in ages to come the lime-stone 
will ‘still -cumber the valley, and will 
remind people of the story of the dis- 
aster. 

There are many stories told of Fero- 
ism shown in those appalling circum- 
stances. There was a switch-gang en- 
gincer for instance, who was vear the 
old mine mouth pulling out cars when 
the crash came. He got away safely 
bas he waited to disconnect his cn- 
sine from the cara before he went. { 
Still more striking was the courage 
shown by a couple of young men. A 
freight train conductor called for a 
volunteer to crosg the slide and sig- 
n-l to a passenger train, which was 
expected at any moment and which 
might rush jnto the great. mass of 
rock. His call was answered by two 
men from his own train. who clinibed 
over the masses of rock for over a 
mile in the darkness and through an 
atmosphere full of choking dust: They 
could not éee and they oould hardly 
breathe, but they kept on sad arrived 
in_time to flag the train, 

The C.P.R. which runs throuch the 
valley made great efforts after the dis- 
aster to level the rock and get-its line 
across. This was dene in a few weeks, 
For five. months the town was abso- 
lutely dead, as a new orening had to 
be mado to the mine, the present shalt 
had to be sunk, and other prepars-. 
tions had to be made before the work 
of the commurity could be resumed. 
But once a start. was mado the town 
igrew very rapidly and now has about 
j twelve hundred people in it.’ Frank, 
today, has as fine a lot of mincrs as 
any mining ‘camp in Canada. They 
are good workmen and nearly all own 
their own homes, but owing to a long 
strike which lasted for cight months 
last year, they are not now in a posi- 
tion financially, to make the move 
which has been ordered, ~ 

The decision to move the town of 
Frank came as a result of the report 
by Prof. Brock in 1910 an the coydi- 
tion of Turtle’ Mountain. This ‘report 
pointed out the serious danger of fur- 
ther rock-slides from this mountain, 
and when it.;>peared, it-immediateiy 
became clear that the town of, Frank 
could not be allowed to cautinue in 
its present position. 

The coal/company has already had 
a.new town site surveyed to the west 
of the prosent one, and outside the 
danger zone. It ia said that they will 
exchange lots in the new tawnsite for 
those held in the old position. It only 
remains to raise money for the mox- 
ing. Strong efforts ara’ being made to 
got assistance from both the Federal 
and the Provincial Governments to 
enable the littl: mining town to start 
afresh in its new position. Hopes 
are entertained that this will be only 
a matter of a shert time, and that 
Frank will soon again take its place 
as the business: centre af the- Paes.

Scotland is once again to the fore.’ 
Sone months,ago Birmingham—proud- 
ly bag of as the beat-governed city, 
in the world—by adopting an exten- 
sion project known as the Greater 
Birmingham Scheme, which brought 
within the limits and jurisdiction of 
the town certain outlying districts, in- 
creased her population from 570,113 to 
840,732 and her area-by thousands of 
acres, and ousted Glasgow from the 
position of being the second city in 
the United Kingdom. 

But Glasgow also set to work end 
inaugurated a plan for a Greater Glas- 
gow, and {here were great tejoicings’ 
a few days ago when it was announo 
ed that a Select Committee of the) 
House of Commons: had decided to, 
pass the preamble of a Bill to extend 
the boundaries of the city, adding a’ 
quarter of a million to the population, 
and bringing the total up to 1,030,000.'/ 
The city row has an area’ of S300 
acres, whereas previously the area had 
been just over, 20,000. Greater Birm, 
ingham still leads in point of size, 
but its population has been eclipsed 
by that of Glasgow. { 

The fourth city in the United King- 
doin is Liverpool, which has a popu- 
lation of 746,566 and an area of just 
over 19,500 acres. By the way, some 
idea of the cost of extending the 
boundaries of a town may be gathered 
{rom the fact that the Glasgow scheme 
cost nearly $500,000. ;

A lake called Dunkirk, at North-! 
wich, England, which was formed! 
many years ago, began recently to’ 
empty ‘itself, many millions of gal-, 
lons of water dissppearing, presum- 
ably into some old salt workings bun-| 
dreds of feet below. Rumbling noises) 
like thunder were heard during the! 
night. The lake covers an area of; 
two acres, and the water has already] 
sank twenty feet. The lake is fed by| 
a brook. The Macrjelen Lake, at tho! 
foot of the great Aletsch -Glacier, inj 
the Canton of -Wallis,- Switzerland,! 
temporarily vanishes about the end} 
of August every three or four years. 
The water returns during the follow-| 
ing winter and spring. Scientists 
state that the phenomenon is due to 
meteorological causes. Owing to the 
melting the glacier wall the lake 
attains a maximum level once in three 
or four years. The pressure of the 
great volume of water causes fissures 
to appear in wall until it Lecomes 
as porous as sponge. Most of the 
water eventually flows into the Rhone, 
and disastrous floods are caused in 
the Rhone Valley in consequence. The

CANNOT PASS BILL 


OTHER QUESTIONS IGNORED 


Privy Council Gives Out tts Decision. 
on the Ne Temere Decree Appeal and 
Decides That Marriage Is Beyond 
the Scope of the Federal Parlia- 
ment — No Need to Answer 
Other Questions, Say Lords. 


London, Ju)- 30.—(C.A.P. Cable.)— 
The marriage case judgment yester- 
day in effect is tu confirm the answers 
given by the four judges of the Su- 

: ourt that the bill was ultra 
vires. 


Their lordships expressed the opin- 
fon that the Provincial Legislature in 
legistation on the solemnization of 
marriage within the province could 
impose conditions affecting the valid. 
ity of contract ‘concerning question 
two. Their lordshipa considered it 
superfluous in view of the decision 
sumived at on the constitutional ques- 

on. 

Lord Chancellor Haldane opened Ly 
reciting in full the questions submit. 

by the Government of Canada to 
the Supreme Court. The Lord Chan- 
cellor, said’ the answers were as fol- 
lows: 

Question 1—(a) Has the Parliament 
of Canada authority to enact, in whole 
or in part, bill No. 3 of the first ses- 
sion of the 12th Parliament c! Can- 
ada, intitled-“‘An Act to Amend the 
Marriage Act’? (2) If the. provisions 
of the said bill are not all within the 
authority of the Parliament of Canada 
to enact, which, if any, of the provi- 
sions are within such authority? 

Question 2—Does the law of the 
Province of Quebec render null and 
void, unless contracted before a Ro- 
man Catholic priest a marriage which 
would otherwise be legally binding, 
which takes place in such province, 
(a) between persons who are both Ro- 
man Catholics, or (b) between persons 
ie of whom only is a Roman Catho- 
ic? 

Question 3—If either (a) or (b) of 
the last preceding question is answer- 
ed in the affirmative, or if both of 
them are answered in the affirmative, 
has the Parliament of Canada author- 
ity-to enact that all such marriages 
heretofore solemnized or hereafter to 
oe cipwret ee shall be legal and bind- 
ing? ~ 

The Lord Chancelor continued: “The 
answer to these questions turns on 
the construction to be placed on sec. 
tions 91 and 92 of the British North 
America Act of 1567. Section 91 of 
that act enacts that the Parliament 
of the Dominion may make laws for 
the peace, order and good govern. 
ment of Canada in relation to all mat 
ters not coming within classes of sub- 
jects which, by the act, are assigned 
exclusively to Legislatures of ‘the 
rovinces, and for greater certainty, 
ut not so as to restrict the generality 
of the foregoing terms and‘ section, 
declares that notwithstanding ‘any- 
thing in the act, the exclusive legis- 
lative authority of the Parliament of 
the Dominion extends to all matters 
coming within the classes of subjects 
enumérated. ‘ 

“One of these is marriage. The di- 
voree section concludes with the de- 
claration that any matter coming with- 
in any of the enumerated classés shall 
not be deemed to come within the 
class of matters of local or private 
nature comprised in tHe enumeration 
of classes of subjects by the act as- 
signed exclusively to Legislatures of 
the provinces. Section 92 enacts that 
in each province the Legislature may 
exclusively make laws in relation to 
matters coming within the classes of 
subjects enumerated in this section. 
Among these is solemnization of mar 
riage in the province. -It is clear how 
questions must be answered, for it was 
agreed between. counsel that the bill 
reférred to in‘the first question was in- 
tended to enable a person with any 
authority to perform the ceremony 
and to perform it validly, whatever 
might be the religious faith of those 
married by him, 

On the footing indicated, the bill 
would therefore be ultra vires of the 
Dominion Parliament. The third ques- 
tion would alsa be disposed of, for the 
Parliament of Canada would, under 
the events indicated in the question, 
have no authority. The second ques- 
tion consequently becomes not only 
unimportant, but superfluous. Not- 
withstanding the able argument. ad- 
ressed to them, their Jordships have 
arrived at the conclusion that the jur- 
isdiction of the Dominion Parliament 
does not, on the true construction of 
sections 91 and 92, cover the whole 
field of validity. They consider that 
the provision of section 92, conferring 
on Provincial Legistatures the execu. 
tive power to make laws relating to 
the solemnization of marriage in a 
province operates by way of exception 
to powers cenferred as regards mar. 
riage by section 91 and.enables Pro- 
-vincial Legislatures to enact condi. 
tions as to solemnization which may 
affect the validity of contract. 

There have doubtless been prior, as 
there have been’ and are countries, 
where the validity of marriage de- 
pends on bare contract of parties with- 
out reference to any solemnity, but 
there are at Jeast as many instances 
where the contrary “doctrine has pre- 
vailed. The common law of England 
and the law of Quebec before Confed- 
eration are conspicuocs examples 
which would naturally have been in 
the minds of ee who jbeerted words

The statements 
were made to the district attorney 
es Pherae by “Bald Jack’’ Rose, self 
graft collector for Police 
ieut. Charles Becker, head of the 
‘Strong Arm Squad,”’ who last nigh‘ 
began his second day of incarceratior 
poin the Tombs Prison as an alleged in 
atigator of the murder of Hermar 
Rosenthal, the gambler. 

This annual yield of $2, eee 
tection money. was equally. divided 
according to the story told by Rose. 
among four high officials of the 
lice department; one of ‘them: being 
Becker, and irom other evidence thc 
district attorney has collected he hat 
Teason to suspect that each: $600,0% 
was further distributed. In othe: 
words, there were four separate sys 
tems or bureaus of graft collection 
“each headed by a high police official 

Mr. Whitman, it was learned, hat 
the names of the other three police 
officials whom Rose has named anc 
his further efforts in this now most 
sensational “‘police exposure’ tha’ 
‘New York has ever seen will be di 

toward strengthening the evi 
dence which points against them 
One of the. officials named, it wm 
learned, hold&’ a position at head 
quarters and°is in a strict sense ¢ 
civilian employe. 

The name’ of a former prominen’ 
city official has been brought to thi 
attention: of the district -attorney a: 
having been closely connected wit! 
the “graft system,” but it was learn 
ed that the evidence thus far obtain 
ed against him is not of a tahgibk 
nature. 

The evidence, - however,- is being 
closely. followed by ‘the detectives is 
the employ of the district attorney. 

It also became kngwn last nigh! 
that if Lieut. Becker will tell all he 
knows, not only*in: respect to his owe 
alleged complicity in the murder, 
but will unfold the inner working: 
of the graft system in so far as il 
may involve the ‘‘men_ higher up,” 
that he will be granted mercy, and 
on that condition only. 

The alleged fact. of the $2,400,000 
graft fund was told to Rose by Beck- 
er, the little, bald-headed gambler, 
said in a sworn statement yesterday. 
Becker, he said, told him that -he 
handled $600,000 a year, and that 
oan amounts were handled by three 

r officials. This, he said, came 

in collections from gambling houses, 
poolrooms, houses of ill-repute, and 
the like. 

“Bridgie’ Webber, the gambling 
housekeper, who has also confessed, 
and whose -story largely Saseesh in 
the arrest of Becker, promised Mr. 
* Whitman, it was learned, to corro- 

borate Rose’s statement in regard to 

the collections. Incidentally, Webber 
yesterday admitted to the district at- 
torney that $2,000 was the sum which 
he received to pay the men who act- 
. ually fired the shots which killed 

Rosenthal. 

The gamblers’ confession caused a 
sensation in official circles that is 
without precedent, but the arrest of 
Lieut. Becker, and the placing him in 
the Tombs was ‘the ‘climax. which 
threatens to shake the American po- 
lice system to its foundations. Dis- 

ve Attorney Whitman firmly | he- 











lieves that the story of police gralt 
is‘as yet only half told, and‘the next 
two or three days will see the arrest 
of several officers higher up in, the 


service, 

“Bald Jack” stated that Lieut. Beck- 
er approached him, and, feeling des- 
perate over Rosenthal's intention of 
telling all he knew of his relations 
with the police department, exclaim- 
ed, ‘Rosenthal has lived too long. He 
has got to be put out of the way.” 

The public prosecutor: and grand 

jury were told how the gunmen were 
ied at the instigation of the leader 
of New’ York’s “Strong Arm Gang,” 
and that after the murder he met 
Rose and Webber and promised com- 
~¥ plete police protection. 

The actual murderers, according to 
the men who have turned state's evi- 
dence, are ‘“‘Lefty Louis” or Louis

SPEED‘ EXCESSIVE... 


«Lord, Mersey Delivers Finding In the 
Titanic Inquiry. 

London, July 31.—The judgment of 
the British Board of Trade court of 
enquiry into the disaster to the Whitd 
Star liner Titanic, which sank in 
midocean, with 1,517 souls after col- 
lision with an iceberg on April 14, 
was pronounced yesierday by Lonl 
Mersey, the presiding judge, before 
a large audience. 

The court finds that the collision of 
the Titanic wih the iceberg wos due 
to the excessive speed at which the 
ship was navigated, that a proper 
watch was not kept, that the ship's 
boats were not properly lowered but 
that arrangements for manning them 
were insufficient, that the Leyland 
liner Californian, might have reached 
the Titanic if she Thad attempted to 
do so, that the track foliowed was 
reasonably safe with proper vigilance 
and that there was no discrimination 
against third-class passengers in the 
saving of ‘life. 

The court of enquiry exonerates J. 
Bruce Ismay, chairman and manag- 
ing director of the White Star Line, 
and Sir Cosmo Duff-Gordon, one of 
the passengers, from any charges of 
improper conduct. - 

While the judgment was being de- 
livered, no attempt at rhetoric was 
made. There was no argument and 
no direct reference to the enquiry by | 
the committee of ‘the United States 
Senate under the chairmanship of 
Senator William. Alden Smith, 

The court thinks changes may be

According to.C. R. Kehler, a noted 
mining engineer, who has made a 
survey of the Andean gold belt 
throughout Peru, the principa! source 
of tho wealth of precious stones of 
the Incas may have been revealed 
near tho little Town of Acomayo, in 
Southern Peru.

» Kalafatovich kad given an option 
to a London syndicate, but tho Gov- 
ernment has arserted Sts right to take 
Over the mine by paying an equitale 
price to the discoverer, and to work 
the mine Itself or lease it to private 
lodividuals, 

Kehler says the discoverey of the 
emerald deposit is one of the mrst 
important ever made in the world.
